Curt Proskauer calls attention to the 
fact that van Solingen's mention (edition 1693) concerns a 
brush with the bristles in line with the shaft of the instru- 
ment used by the dentist for the application of nitric acid 
or other strong chemicals for the purpose of cleaning the 
teeth. This instrument does not qualify as a tooth brush, 
since it is used only by the dentist and is not constructed 
with the bristles at a right angle to the handle. 


B/ J. Menzies Campbell calls attention to the reference 
under Ruspini in the name directory of B. W. Weinberger's 
Introduction, vol. 1. The mention, on p. 230, to "The ree 
nowned Chevalier," Campbell points out, refers to the 
Chevalier John Taylor, "a roving mountevank, who had been 
oculist to George II," and not to Ruspini.
